BRANCH OFFICERS CONFERENCE

jr 4th annual Branch Officers Con- 


ference was held on the evening of 

Thursday, June 23rd, at the Palmer 
House. The purpose of this meeting of 
the branch officers with the officers of the 
Chicago Dental Society, the members of 
the Board of Directors, and the Editor 
and correspondents of the ForTNIGHTLY 
REVIEW, is to bring about an exchange of 
information and ideas concerning branch 
and Society affairs. This has proved to 
be an extremely important meeting, very 
well attended, and an excellent way for 
these men to begin their term of office. 
There were 38 present. 

After a very palatable dinner, preceded 
by a social hour, the meeting was called 
to order by President James Lynch. He 
welcomed those present to the conference 
meeting, and all were introduced. We 
were especially glad to see Romaine 
Waska on deck after a long absence. Wel- 
come aboard! 

The first speaker of the evening was Dr. 
Bob Placek, Chairman of the Dental 
Budget Plan. He gave a resumé of the 
plan and discussed its twofold purpose— 
the benefits to be had by both patient and 
dentist—and urged every member of the 
Society to participate in order to insure 
its success. Elmer Ebert, Editor of the 
ForTNIGHTLY REviEw, explained the edi- 
torial policy of the Review, and in- 
structed the branch correspondents as to 
what is acceptable for publication. He 
stated that its purpose is to furnish infor- 
mation of scientific and educational in- 


terest, to carry announcements of Society 
activities, reports, news of the branches, 
and any other pertinent information of 
value to the membership. Any advertising 
must be directly related to dentistry, and 
conform to the standards of the Chicago 
Dental Society which are similar to those 
of the American Dental Association. 
Our Vice-President, Rudolph Grieff, 
next spoke on Chicago Dental Society 
finances, covering the 13 years between 
1946 and 1959. This report was made 
with many accurate figures from the an- 
nual audits, which, incidentally, any 
member has access to if he so desires. 
These figures are very revealing. What 
many of us do not realize is that out of 
the annual dues each of us pays, the So- 
ciety retains for local use, $15.00, exactly 
what it did in 1946. This, despite in- 
creased operating costs, the tremendous 
amount of money invested in the fight 
against the illegal laboratories, the in- 
crease in funds furnished each branch so- 
ciety for operational expenses, the in- 
creased cost of printing the ForTNIGHTLY 
Review, the increased cost of the 
Monthly Meeting programs, the increase 
in expenses in putting on the Midwinter 
Meeting. All of these costs are mounting 
out of all proportion to any slight increase 
in income. Imagine running your dental 
practice today on a 1946 budget! The 
Society is operating on a very strict 
economy basis and always has, and our 
executive secretary and central office

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Dental Health Education Program Reactivated 


After a number of years when the Dental Health Education program was 
carried on without a full time director and coordinator it was decided that the 
work should be reactivated. As you know, the Chicago Dental Society was an 
early pioneer in the field of Dental Health Education and for many years carried 
on a very effective and comprehensive program in the City of Chicago and 
the counties of Cook, Lake and DuPage. However, when the illegal practice of 
dentistry became an ever-increasing problem, it was decided to use the Director 
of the program of Dental Health Education in a dual capacity. So he divided 
his time between that program and the field of law enforcement. The cost of 
this fight against illegal dentistry became so pressing and costly that when the 
assistant coordinator in charge of the work outside of Chicago resigned to leave 
the city, it was decided not to fill the post temporarily. In the meantime, the 
Director had to devote an ever-increasing amount of time to the illegal dentistry 
problem and as a result the Dental Health Education program suffered. 


Then the illegal dentistry problem was assumed by the Illinois State Dental 
Society and the Program Director, Mr. Stephens, became a full-time employee 
of the Illinois State Society. For the last year the program has been carried by 
the part-time help of Mrs. Effie Freedlund with the momentum gained from 
the many years that the program was active. But it was evident that if the pro- 
gram was to be greatly widened a full-time coordinator must be employed. 


At the June meeting of the Board of Directors it was determined that such 
a coordinator should be sought and early in July Miss Dorothy Sutton was 
employed. Miss Sutton is a graduate hygienist. For more information about her 
please turn to page 11 of this issue. Miss Sutton will work out of the Society’s 
office under the direction of the Executive Secretary and will coordinate the 
work of the School Dental Health Education Committee and the Adult Educa- 
tion Committee as well as the Public Relations Commission. 


We hope once Miss Sutton begins her active work that every member of the 
profession who is called on to serve in one phase of the program or the other 
will give her 100 per cent cooperation. Without your help and cooperation 
little or nothing will be accomplished in a wide dental health education pro- 
gram and we will have failed in our service to the community in which we live. 
This type of program is another facet in the overall advance of dentistry’s 
against mankind’s most prevalent disease. When you are called to do an inspec- 
tion program, asked to give a talk to a community group, aid in any way in the 
community health program or in any other situation where your skills and 
training can help make your community better, be certain to answer the call 
and never be found wanting. 


As one scans the dental literature one of the facts that stands out is that 
dental societies everywhere are accepting the challenge to serve their com- 
munities better with a vital and virile program of Dental Health Education. 
It is good that we too are back on the job and doing something about meeting 
the need. Give it your best!—E. Ebert.

years, and it is most 
adaptable to our 
type of practice. 

We credit our suc- 
cess to the method 
of debridement and 
obturation of the 
canal, and feel the 
same results would be obtained using 
any one of the fine methods for steriliza- 
tion that many of you use. 

Approximately 50 per cent of our pa- 
tients are from out of town, making it 
difficult, and in many cases prohibitive 
to make more than one or two trips. 

Electromedication provides a_ very 
good, rapid method of sterilization. It 
also has an astringent effect on any exu- 
date which may be seeping into the canal, 
thus rendering the car il dry for some- 
time immediately following electromedi- 
cation. 

Some conditions which would make 
it difficult to follow some of the other 
very fine techniques are: 

1. Distance that must be traveled 
which would make the cost of several 
visits prohibitive.

2. Students having to get out of school. 

3. Traveling personnel or other posi- 
tions where it is difficult to obtain time 
off. 

4. Patients planning to leave on vaca- 
tions, European tours, or cruises. 

5- Service personnel. 

6. Physically handicapped individuals 
where it is difficult to make several trips. 

7. Mothers with young children. 

8. Unforeseen pulp involvements dur- 
ing extensive restorative work. 

These are only a few conditions but 
I am sure they cover many problems in 
your practice as well as my own. 

We use the Zinc Iodide-Iodine solu- 
tion as an electrolyte and the “old-timer” 
battery type Ionizer or Electrosterilizer. 
This type Ionizer is our choice for a 
psychological reason. 

The commercial Electrosterilizers or 
Ionizers are excellent, but we find there 
is something about plugging the instru- 
ment into 110 volts, handing the pa- 
tient a hand electrode with a damp towel 
or gauze sponge around it to make good 
contact, then attaching the other ter- 
minal to an electrode in the tooth, that 
makes it difficult for the patient to relax. 
If you make no explanation about what’s 
going on, their imagination has them 
electrocuted in no time. If you explain 
it is safe and the power governor con- 
verts the current to a mild direct current 
which will not hurt them—it may help 
some, but they still are thinking about one 
end of that wire in their tooth and the 
other end plugged into 110 volts. 

We use the battery homemade set and

TO ENDODONTIC TREATMENT

also a cheek electrode which does not 
have the same effect as the hand electrode 
psychologically. As we set this unit on the 
bracket tray we explain that the machine 
or Ionizer has the equivalent of several . 
flashlight batteries, and of course they 
have never heard of anyone being 
shocked by a flashlight battery. We also 
give a brief explanation of what takes 
place during this 20-30 minute time. It 
may not be exactly accurate from a scien- 
tific explanation, but it eases the patient’s 
mind, and we often suggest they take 
a nap—the suggestion being accom- 
panied by a slight chuckle. Many actu- 
ally succeed in taking this nap, and are 
very pleasantly surprised that it was pos- 
sible. It certainly gives a more favorable 
impression of their Endodontic experi- 
ence, in contrast to some gruesome re- 
ports I have heard. 

After explaining briefly the principle 
of what is taking place—for example: 
“The mild current causes a liberation of 
free Iodine ions which are very effective 
in destroying bacteria in the canal.” I 
often tell them of a little g year old girl 
I had for a patient who improved on my 
explanation by saying, “You really mean 
you are electrocuting the bugs.” This I 
think is very good and satisfies many 
patients who really aren’t concerned with 
what an ion is—they just want to know 
what’s going on and is it going to hurt. 

It seems that the main objection to 
Ionization is that it is too time consum- 
ing. We find it is just the opposite. It 
saves patients considerable time which 
of course is valuable to them. A dental 
appointment for most patients, whether 
it is for 15 minutes or 2 hours pretty well 
ruins a day or at least a half day. It 
requires transportation, parking, time off 
from work or school and sometimes re- 
quires the time of several people to get 
the patient to your office. 

Certainly most of us need a break from 
our chair time to attend to other details 
in the office during the day. We utilize this 
15-30 minute Ionization time to return 
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phone calls, answer mail, check x-rays, 
work in patients for check-up x-rays or 
for relief or examinations of new pa- 
tients. It often provides time to seat our 
next patient, make new x-rays if needed, 
administer anesthetic, apply the rubber 
dam and many other details that come up 
every day. 

It may even provide time to drink a 
Coke or cup of coffee or smoke a cigar- 
ette or read the funnies. I gave up smok- 
ing because I got very tired of scrubbing 
my fingers and drinking mouthwash to 
keep patients from knowing what I had 
been doing. I did not give up coffee and 
the funnies, however. 

On young permanent teeth where it 
is necessary to roll a special point to fit 
the wide apical opening the Ionization 
time is used for preparing this point. 

On many cases, especially the posteriors 
or cases with considerable drainage we 
do use two appointments and often seal 
the canals with the electrolyte or one of 
the other medicaments which many of 
you use. 

We use the formula of 30 Milliampere 
minutes which is: 


= TIME 


The average we use is 1 to 1% milli- 
amps for 20 to 30 minutes and find the 
low current is not irritating. The patient 
is able to relax, whereas if the current is 
turned up to the point of hurting, then 
turned back the patient is more tense for 
fear that it might hurt again. The canal 
should be kept flooded with the electro- 
lyte and not allowed to dry out. When 
the time is up the current is turned off 
very slowly, the canal bleached and we 
proceed with the filling immediately un- 
less it is a case we plan to do in two or 
more appointments, in which case we 
seal the canal or canals with the electro- 
lyte or some other medicament of choice 
for three or four days. At this next ap- 
pointment we usually proceed with the 
filling of the canals. In some few cases 
where the tooth has misbehaved or there 
is evidence of draining exudate from the 
periapical tissues through the canal we 
may Ionize the second time, but this 
necessity is very rare.
